9. Applicant's arguments, (pages 8-10), filed on February 26, 2008, with respect to 
1, 4-7, 10-14 and 16-26 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 1, 4-7, 10-14 and 16-26 has been withdrawn. Therefore claims 1, 4-7, 10-14 
and 16-26 are allowable. 
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10. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest, systems and methods for connecting 
regions of image data having similar characteristics comprises counting a total number of the 
pixels in the blobs associated with the temporary blob identifier; and calculating a 
normalized color value for the temporary blob identifier based on a summation of pixel 
color values and the total number of pixels in the blobs associated with the temporary 
blob identifier in combination into other features and elements of claims 1, 5, 14 and 
22. 

11. Claims 1,4-7, 10-14 and 16-26 (now renumbered 1-21) are allowed.
